Germany's Hostility Shown. 


Washington, june 15.—Despite the de-

The ships now there 
are the Kaiser, Kaiserln Augusta, Irene 
and Kormoran, with a total of 1605 men. 
It is evident that Germany is resolved 
effectively to protect her interest* in trie 
Philippines, as the German firms in 
Manila petitioned the government to do, 
some time ago.

his Asiatic fleet—a 


stronger aggregation than ours—into 
those waters, is looked upon with grave 
suspicion. Such a concentration of 
power, it is not believed, could be for the 
sole purpose of protecting German in- 
terests. The advice in several Berlin 
newspapers to their government to de- 
inand at least a coaling station in the 
Philippines, it is thought, comes near 
to voicing the least of the German de- 
mands. 


The Spanish press has increased its 


optimism, based on the belief that Ger- 
many intends to prevent a bombard- 
ment of Manila by making a naval dem- 
onstration.

Spanish concurrence in the develop- 
ment of Germany's commercial and po- 
litical relations with Morrocco. 


Uproar ID Paris. 


Paris, June 15.—The premier, Mr. 


Meline, opened the proceedings in the 
chamber of deputies yesterday 
by 


vehemently repudiating the statement 
that he was engaged in an anti-derno- 
cratic policy; but he declared that the 
accession of socialism to power would 
•pell ruin for France. 


Ex-Minister Bourgeois followed, taunt- 


ing Meline with 'being unwilling to cut 
himself free from the rightists, and sev- 
eral extreme leftists continued their 
severe strictures of the premier's "un- 
democratic policy.". 


Mr. Ribot then delivered a warm 


eulogy of the premier and proposed a 
vote of confidence in the government; 
but its terms elicited loud protests from 
the rightists and general excitement. 


Mr. Meline, however, accepted the 


terms of the motion, whereupon Mr. 
Cassagnac charged him with throwing 
over the rightists. The premier 
re- 


torted that he had never asked for the 
support of the rightists. 


The first part of Ribol's motion, "the 


Chamber, approving the declaration of 
the government," was adopted by a vote 
of 295 to 273, and the seoond part, v'is de- 
termined to put in force the policy of 
democratic reform, based on the union 
of republicans," waa adopted by 525 to 
6 votes. 


Then Mr. Ricard moved to add the

Daniels' ideas is to have the wrench r.nd 
oil cup in the handles, which will do 
away with the necessity of having a bag 
strapped to the frame. 
The bell he 


would remove from the hr.ndle bar and 
substitute therefor an arrangement in the 
fow&rd post of the frame which will 
answer the purpose as well. Instead of 
carrying a lamp Mr. Daniels idea is to 
have a small electric light in the forward 
post fed by a storage battery insido of 
the frame. 
He would also have an air 


cushion in the seat post and proposes to 
have a tire which will not be injured by 
puncture. The tire is to be composed of 
a spiral spring covered with compressed 
cotton batting to the thickness ot an half 
inch. Outside of this will be a rubber 
covering. Mr. Daniels believes thia tire 
will give all the results of the pneumatic 
tires now in use without the liability of 
collapse from puncturs and with no nec- 
essity of "pumping." Another improve- 
ment is a pair of light braces to hold the 
machine up when not in use. These are 
to be attached to the lower brace and 
locked with a combination lock, so when 
a wheel is left it will not only stand alone 
but b« flied so no one can ride it away. 
Thus the braces will »erve as a. protection 
to the wheel in two ways. Another im- 
portant improvement designed by Mr. 
Daniels is an addition to the gear by 
which it may be made very high or very 
low by the moving of a small lever. The 
low gear is to be used in climbing hills 
and the other may be as high as 160, 
which Mr. Daniels says would be emirely 
practical on level loads. He has not the 
time or means to put his idaas to a prac- 
tical test and so has submitted them to 
the Pope Manufacturing company, from 
which he espects to hear in a short time. 
If all of the ideas should prove practical 
they would to a considerable extent 
revolutionize the bicycle and bring hand- 
some returns to the inventor.

1 for the following six months instead 
of compelling them to pay for a whole 
year when they were to nse the club 
only during the summer. After several 
men had discussed the peculiarity of the 
arrangement one of them wrote to the 
friend who had proposed him to find oat 
if a somewhat different plan could not 
be followed. After a few days he re- 
ceived from his friend thia discouraging 
answer:

Soon as we reached 4*ie deck Admiral 
Gherardi said: "Mr. Ober, I have orders 
to return immediately to St. Thomas. 
Now, you may have ten minutos to get 
on shore—that is all the daylight we 
have to spare—or you may go back with 
•us. Which will yon do?" 
"I will go back, sir," I replied, sa- 


luting the admiral, and back I went, 
having such a good time on the way 
that I never regretted the extra thou- 
sand miles of voyaging at all. 


Known by Their Works. 


My acquaintance both with the ad- 


miral and officers of the wardroom was 
most agreeable, and I was particularly 
impressed with the high state of disci- 
pline on board both vessels and the at- 
tention to the minutiaa of drill and sea 
tactics. All through the calm tropic 
nights we were signaling with electric 
lights -merely for practice. Whenever 
opportunity offered the guns were test- 
ed and by constant practice the gunners 
brought to that state of efficiency which 
has proved so demoralizing to the Span- 
iards. The latter seem to have the same 
opinion as the Mussulman soldier who 
told Molsammed that his camel was all 
right, for he had prayed to Allah to 
keep him from straying into the hands 
of the enemy. Said Mohammed, ".First 
tie your camel; then pray as much as 
you like.'' Our sailors and soldiers have 
learned that, while faith and prayer are 
good, neither avails much without 
works. In other words, sight your gun 
straight if you expect to hit anything.

war news to newspaper men and the 
other the appointing to prominent po- 
sitions in the arjny of men who have 
had no war experience whatever.

"C!ierrie3 Are Eipe! Cherries Are Eipa!" 


An Emergency Bag—"Boiled Wa- 


ter" and "Boilins Wate?." 


From scores of recipes I have culled 


the follovring, •warranted to make those 
fortunate enough to eafc of them, like 
Olivor 'J?wist, "cry for more." 


Yorkshire Cherry Pudding.—Pit a 


pound, of ripo cherries and place over- 
night in a hair sieve with half their 
weight in sugar, placing under tho 
rieve an earthen dish to collect the 
jnice. In the morning take one pint of 
milk, three eggs, a pinch of salt and flour 
enough to make a bntter. Stir in the 
drained cherries. Bake one honr, or boil 
two. Heat the juice, add a little butter 
and sugar and use as pudding sauce. 


Iced Cherries.—Select sound, ripe 


fruit on the stems. Dip in beaten white 
of egg, then in powdered sugar, placo 
on a sieve and dry. 


Canned Cherries.—Pit ripe cherries, 


put in a preserving kettle, heat until 
juicy, add a quarter of a pound of «ngar 
to every pound of fruit Simmer gently 
for ien minutes; boil five and can. 


Spioed Cherriea—-Six pounds of ripa 


cherries, three pounds of brown sugar, 
one-half ounce of cloves, one-half ounce 
of cinnamon, one tablespoonfnl of all- 
spice, one pint of vinegar. Boil vine- 
gar, spice aad sugar together, and when 
hot put in the fruit. Boil 20 minutes, 
stirring carefully, to prevent bunting. 
Bottle for rise. 


Candied Cherries.—Take one cup of 


granulated sugar and one cup of water. 
Boil together for half an. hour, or until 
•when tried in water the thread formed 
breaks brittle. Set the dish in boiling 
water and with a wooden skewer dip in 
the stoned cherries, one by one, and 
place upon a buttered dish until dry. 
Pack in wased paper. 


Cherry Bolly Poly. —Sift half a pound 


of flour into a bowl, add one-quarter of 
abound of fine chopped suet, a quarter 
of a teaspoonful of salt and just water 
enough to make a dough that can bo 
rolled out on a board. Stem and pit » 
pint of cherries. Boll the crust nearly 
tin inch thick, spread the cherries even- 
ly over it and dredge with flour. Ptoll 
it up in e, floured cloth, pin securely, 
put into awkettle of boiling water and 
boil for two hou/s. 


Cherry Ice. —A pound of cherries, a 


half pound of powdered sugar and the 
juice of three lemons. Mix well for five 
minutes, add a quart of cold water, stil 
two minutes longer. Strain through a 
fine sieve and freeze.—Lizzie M. Had- 
ley in Housekeeper.

THE SCHOOL OF PHILANTHROPY TO j 


BEGIN ITS SESSIONS NEXT WEEK. 
| 


It Will Bo Directed by the Charity Organi- 


zation Society, Will lio Intensely Practi- 
cal In Iti Scope aad Will Continue Blx 
Woek*—Programme, Clou Lecturer*. 


NEW YORK, Juno 15.—[Spocial.l —" You 


will bo quito correct in saying of the class 
for tho study of practical philanthropy 
soon to begin its work here that it will 
not include Slumming tours' or anything 
tending to grate upon tho seiibitlveuess of 
any destitute person or family," said an 
ollicial of the Charity Organization society 
to the writor yesterday. '' Yet members of 
the class will have ample opportunities to 
study tho problem of dispensing relief at 
first hand, sin™ it is part of the scheme 
that each shall serve tho society as*directed 
during the life of the class and will thus 
bo called upon to perform vibitawon work 
olono or in company with ono other per- 
son. 


"It ia thought that this plan will bo 


nmob. nioro satisfactory than any which 
might include tho invasion of privacy by 
a number of class members at the same 
time. Persons obliged to aocupt charity 
naturally resent being placed on show, so 
to speak, and besides conditions are never 
tho same when observed by a party as by 
one or two individuals.'' 


The work of the class will begin next 


Monday morning. It will be conducted 
under the direction of the Charity Organ- 
ization society and will continue for sis 
weeks. In effect it will be a summer 
school for those who wish to sti^dy the 
best methods of applying relief to the 
needy, and will be experimental in a de- 
gree, since, while two such classes have 
been conducted in Cincinnati, nothing ol 
the sort has been previously attempted in 
one of tuo world's great cities. 


Faculty and Class, 


Tho "faculty" of this novel school, If 


the term be allowable, will consist of tha 
working officers of the Charity Organiza- 
tion society and a large number of special- 
ists in charitable work. Among the latter 
are Jacob A. Biis, author of "How the 
Other Half Live;" Nathaniel Eoseneau, 
who came to Isow York from Buffalo sev- 
eral years ago to take charge of the New 
York United Hebrew Charities; Mrs. 
Charles Eussell Lowell, Dr. Albert Shaw, 
editor of The Eeview of Reviews; William 
Howe Tolman and Sirs. AI Fullerton ol 
the Association For Improving the Condi- 
tion of tho Poor, Homer Folks of tho State 
Charitable Aid association, Professor Sam- 
uel McCuna Lindsay of the University ol 
Pennsylvania, Colonel George E. Waring, 
former superintendent of tho street clean- 
ing bureau, and others scarcely less well 
known. 


It will be seen that tho students of prao- 


tical philanthropy are to enjoy tbe coun- 
sels of exceptionally well qualified advis- 
ers. It may bo added that the names ol 
those who will belong to the class make 
up a most interesting list. 


They include Mrs. Mary Roberts Smith, 


who was formerly a member of Wellesley's 
faculty, but for a year or two, since her 
marriage to a professor at the Lcland 
Stanford, Jr., university in California, 
has been a professor at the same institu- 
tion ; Miss Annie Damar of the Buffalo 
Training School For Nurses, Philip B. 
Whelpley, superintendent of the Boys' club 
at Lynn, Mass.; Miss Alice Taylor, gen- 
eral secretory of the Society For Organiz- 
ing Charity at Providence; A. A. Tenney 
of Columbia university, Miss Norma Gar- 
vin of Providence, who is prominent in 
"university settlement" work in that city; 
Miss Adeline Moffat of Northampton, 
Mass., who has done much to further the 
movement started by George W. Cable, 
the novelist, resulting in the celebrated 
home culture clubs in various cities, and 
others quite as worthy of mention. 


In all the class will number about 25 


persons.-nearly every one of whom is reg- 
ularly engaged in charitable work, while 
the exceptions in most cases are college 
and university graduates who are desirous 
of gaining the sort of practical information 
in sociology through this class that can be 
obtained by no other method. 


To Study College Settlements. 


The value of the course offered by the 


class will be greatly enhanced for certain 
of its members by the fact that they will 
be college settlement residents during the 
whole of their stay here, the doors of every 
one of tho 13 local settlements being hos- 
pitably thrown open for this purpose. 


In this way practical knowlpdgeof "set 


tlement work" that could not otherwise 
well bo gathered will be obtained. Regu- 
lar sei'vice as Charity Organization society 
visitors will afford thorough insight into 
practical charity work as conducted in the 
greatest city of the country. Visitation 
work will extend over four weeks of the 
six weeks' duration of the class. It will be 
preceded, in some cases and followed in 
others by two weeks' experience in the of- 
fices of the society, assisting the agent in 
regular routine work. Besides, each mem- 
ber of tho class will be expected to give 
personal caro to one or more families in 
need, families being selected as far as pos- 
sible who will not apparently require aid 
after the close of the class. 


The sessions of the class for the hearing 


of lectures, addresses and reports will be 
two daily each day of tho week excepting 
Wednesday. Reports from the secretary ol 
the Charity Organization society or his 
assistant will be heard for the first three 
weeks each morning at 8:30. At, 9 o'clock 
daily through nearly tho entire course a 
lecture or address by a specialist will be 
listened to. Saturday afternoons and the 
entire day on Wednesdays will be devoted 
to paying visits to state and other institu- 
tions, such as thfe woodyardof the Charity 
Organization society, Bellevue and othei 
hospitals, almshouses, penitentiaries, asy- 
lums, police stations, jails and the like. 


A Comprahenilve Conrnw 


It will be seen that the studeirtsof prac- 


tical philanthropy who place themselves 
tinder tho direction of the New York 
Charity Organization society aro going to 
keep pretty busy during the entire six 
weeks, but the work outlined above is not 
nil that will havo to be done by any means. 
Class members must make reports of visits 
made, work performed and investigations 
entered into, and tho reading of these re- 
ports will be the 8:80 a. m. feature nearly 
every day of the lasi three weeks. 


In a general way the six weeks' work 


will be divided as follows: First week, 
charity organization and general plillan- 
thrnnfrwnrfc • tfrroTif) wrplr rnrnof clnpoTiil- 
ent and delinquent children and the phil- 
anthropic side of mission enterprises; third 
week, 
public charitable -institutions; 


fourth week, the dependent sick; fifth 
week, general sanitary improvement; siith 
Week, caro of delinquents and review. 


No charge will be made to class mem- 


bers beyond the services they render.

. Monsters, but Their Sting Means Practical 


Annihilation to the Enemy's Ships. 


The Powerful Monterey, Which Will Re= 


enforce Admiral Dewey's Fleet 


In the Philippines.

Whether or not Spain contemplates 


any attempt to retrieve her ill fortunes 
by an attack on Adiriral Dewey's fleet 
at Manilla,it is certain that the presence 
ot" the Charleston and the Monterey, 
now on then- way to join the American 
flotilla, will be a sufficient bar to any ef- 
fort she may make in that direction. 
I£ she offers battle or gives the Ameri- 
cans the opportunity to light her, it 
means virtu? 1 annihilation to her ships 
and the practical extinction of her na- 
val force. 
The dons may send their combined 


fleets to the Philippines, but with the 
Monterey there George Dewey may 
laugh confidently at the failing power 
and futile efforts of an effete monarchy. 


The Monterey, accoiding to the almost 


universal testimony of naval experts, is 
the greatest fighting machine on earth. 
The Puritan is of a similar type, but is 
really an old time monitor remodeled 
to appear as a sister ship of the Monte- 
rey.Monterey is a glorious name, recall- 
ing the scene of the victory achieved by 
General Zachary Taylor in Mexico on 
Sept. 24, 1S46, and it was also the desig- 
nation of the capital of upper California 
—the first spot occupied by our army 
and navy on the Pacific coast in the 
Mexican war. It is the latter which is 
honored in the name of this great war- 
ship. General Sherman in his book 
gave a spirited description of the ap- 
pearance of Monterey bay and the town 
on his arrival there as a lieutenant of 
artillery in January, 1S47.

Of our fleet at Manilla now the Olym-

The Charleston is a protected cruiser, 


like the Baltimore, Boston and Raleigh, 
carrying eight guns in her main battery. 
She has an indicated horsepower of 6,666 


that monitors are indispensable auxil- 
iaries to the torpedo boats, gunboats, 
cruisers and battleships of their own 
flotilla. For hard, heavy bombarding 
and close-to-shore fighting against bat- 
teries and forts they are particularly 
valuable, as they are almost impervious 
to the shells which may be thrown at 
them and which usually rebound and 
ricochet from their decks.

and harbor defense they are absolutely 
unequaled and can only be disturbed, if 
at all, by the crafty torpedo boat when 
the opportunity is given the latter to 
hurl its death dealing missiles at them. 
But a torpedo boat can be crippled with 
as small a shot as a Mauser bullet, and 
a single'projectile from the guns of a 
monitor could blow one of them out of 
the water into infinitesimal fragments. 
The torpedo boat is only .an agent. It 
is the missile, the torpedo, it sends that 
is dangerous. 


Those monitors that are in the navy 


representing the Ideas of 30 years ago 
are more interesting as possible factors 
in coast defense, supplemented by tor- 
pedoes, forts and fortifications, than 
they are useful in actual battle. The 
Nahant, for instance, manned by the 
New York naval reserves, carrying two 
15 inch smoothbore guns and several 
rapid firers, is stationed at the entrance 
of New York harbor. Just what pro- 
portional destructive strength a 15 im-h 
smoothbore can have in comparison 
with an 8 inch or even a 6 inch rifled 
cannon is yet a question of conjecture. 
The smoothbores were very efficient in 
their day, but the rifled gun long ago 
demonstrated its 
signal 
superiority. 


The length of the gun also adds to the 
penetrative power of the projectile. 


The Ajax is another of the single tur- 


ret monitors built 35 years ago that in- 
stead of being allowed to rest in mud 
was used by the naval militia of Cam-

There 
she rested in the mud of the Severn 
river for several years, her boilers rust- 
ing, until she was taken away and re- 
built of steel. 


The Amphitrite is a. modern double 


turreted monitor, ostensibly* intended 
for coast defense only. She carries four 
10 inch rifles mounted in pairs and two 
4 inch guns, besides a very heavy sec- 
ondary battery. 


The Terror is of the 
same class, 


though her keel was laid 24 years ago. 
She also carries four 10 inch guns and 
has an exceptionally low freeboard that 
gives her an exceedingly formidable ap- 
pearance. 


The Monadnock is another powerful 


monitor, with an armament 
almost 


identical with that of the Puritan, ex- 
cept that she has four 10 inch instead of 
four 12 inch guns. These fire steel pro- 
jectiles weighing more than 500 pounds, 
are effective at a distance of more than 
six miles and will "carry" several miles 
farther even than that.

•THE MONITOR MONTEREY'S BIG GUNS IN ACTION. . 


The warship Monterey is described in j 


naval phraseology as "a barbette tur- 
ret low freeboard monitor." She has 
twin screws, with a horsepower of 5,244, 
and carries only four guns, two 12 inch 
and two 10 inch, in her main or primary 
battery. 


Only four guns indeed, but they have 


all the relative power and destructibil- 
Ity of 13 inch cannon, vihich throw an 
1,100 pound projectile. When that shot 
strikes, it crumbles into atoms or dash- 
es into fragments the object hit, whether 
it be a. stone and iron w ill or a fortress 
or the steel casing of a battleship. She 
on lie at anchor and n;i<-w a fleet of 
ordinary men-of-war and a string of 
forts to rain a thousand shells upon her 
with every prospect of remaining prac- 
tuaily unscathed. In short, the Monte- 
rey is almost invulnerable, and there 
can be little else to do than sing an an- 
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v/ho ventures to enter the lists of con- 
fllct with her. To further illustrate her 
powers o£ destruction, it is well known 
that the heaviest armor on the Spanish 
vessels is 12 inches thick. 
The Mon- 


terey's shr-lls can penetrate 23 inch ar- 
mor at 1,500 yards. To express it va- 
liantly, the projectiles fired from the 
Monterey's guns will penetrate the ar- 
mor of any Spanish ship afloat. They 
»re nearly as effective as the 13 inch 


including the steam machinery and the 
magazines.

All these details were carried out, 


though ^the Monterey now has what is 
called a 13 inch armor belt and from 8 
to 14 inch steel plates to protect her 
barbettes and conning tower. The bids 
for her, invited in December, 18S8, were 
opened on April 3, 1SS9, the Cramps, the 
Quintard Iron works and the Union 
Iron works of San Francisco being the 
competitors. The latter firm was award- 
ed the contract on a bid of 51,628,950. 
The old form of contract was adopted 
by which the contractor receives $100 
premium for every unit of horsepower 
in excess of the stipulation and forfeits 
$100 for every unit in default. The ma- 


esting feature in the fact that it em- 
ploys coil boilers, which are supposed 
lo show economy in weight, space occu- 
pied and use of fuel. 


As originally designed her battery

ment, iHUCli urelerrlas them in the heat 
of a battle.

The most perilous position on board at 


man-of-war when in action is that oc- 
cupied by the captain. On battleships 
and cruisers his place is in the cylin- 
drical box of steel placed just under the 
bridge, well forward. It is known aa 
the conning tower. .The armor surround- 
ing this box is ordinarily thick enough 
to resist the penetration of heavy pro- 
jectiles. It contains speaking tubes and 
electrical wires, whereby he communi- 
cates with the gunners, engineers and 
helmsmen. 
Sometimes also wires ara 


laid so that he is able to fire the guns 
when they have been sighted on the en- 
emy. 


The field of vision from the conning 


tov. pr is limited to what can be seen 
thiough a little horizontal slit on a 
lc\ c,l with the eyes. 
In point of re- 


sponsibility there is no position in tha 
world to compare with that occupied by 
the man who stands in this tower and 
directs every movement of the vessel. 


After the conflict once begins much 


of the fire of the enemy is concentrated 
on him, and there is a constant hail of 
iron and steel on the little box in which 
he is caged. Shells burst in every di- 
rection around him, and to this are add- 
ed the roar of the forced blast under tha 
engines, the tremendous reports of tha 
heavy pieces and the shrill chorus of 
the rapid fire and machine guns. 


Amid all this infernal din the captain 


must keep his nerve and control the tre- 
mendous forces under his command, and 
his decisions must be made on the in- 
stant. 


There is no place for the admiral on 


the modern man-of-war and no rigging 
in which he may place himself as in 
olden days. It has been proposed to 
build a separate tower for him or take 
him off the flagship during action and 
place him on, a small, swift vessel, 
which could run among the ships com- 
posing the fleet and conveniently com- 
municate his orders by short diatanc* 
signals.
